Divichon Rotation ‘Scheme Will Bolster

Secretary Robert T. Stevens is expected 
to announce shortly approval of plans to 
start division rotation—long sought Pent- 
agon goal—for major Army forces going 
to and from Europe and the Pacific. 

The division rotation scheme will be 
tied to the Administration’s promise to 


} strengthen the Strategic Reserve in the 
/ Zone of Interior and is related to the 


troop withdrawal from Korea. 
Planning is still in the tentative stage, 
but Defense leaders already see in the 


division rotation proposal the hopeful | 


prospect of squeezing additional combat 
divisions from available manpower. 
The Army now has 19 combat divisions, 


th ' 5in Europe, 6 in the Pacific and 8 in the 


ZI, plus 6 training divisions, three 
armored, two infantry and one airborne. 


The belief is that when the division ro- | 
tation program is fully under way (prob- | 


ably in two or three years) it will be 
Possible to reduce the number of train- 
ing divisions and add combat units. 

Disclosing that the Army had the di- 
vision rotation program under active 
Study, THE JouRNAL reported on 31 July 
that the plan might mean a three years’ 
tour overseas for a division followed by 
three years in the United States. 

During the first two years of a returned 
division’s service in the ZI, the likelihood 
is that it would train recruits, some for 
assignment to the division now overseas 
with which it switched places.

Fewer But Busier 
Ships Says CNO 


The Navy will reduce the number of 
ships and men in the Pacific ‘‘as the re- 
sult of the end of the shooting wars,” 
but will get more service from each ves- 
sel, according to Admiral Robert B. Car- 
ney, Chief of Naval Operations. 

He made this known in a letter to 
VAadm. A. S. Merill, USN-Ret., an official 
of the Navy League, which summarized 
achievements in the campaign to increase 
career attractiveness. 

The CNO said that “by improving op- 
erating efficiencies we have found it pos- 
sible to increase the ratio of operating 
time to yard overhaul time for all ships. 
A carrier, for instance,” he related, “can 
now operate 25 months for each four

The Army will convene a selection 
board at the Pentagon next month to 
consider more than 1500 officers for tem- 


porary promotion to colonel — most of 
them with at least 10 years in grade. 
Announcement is expected shortly 


concerning a new selection board for 
lieutenant colonels. 

(Published on Pages 1579 and 1593 of 
this issue are the names of first lieuten- 
ants and captains newly promoted to 
temporary captain and major.) 

It is reported that during September 
there will probably be about 1000 addi- 
tional promotions to these two grades. 

The “best qualified” method of selec- 
tion will be used if ROPA signed. 

As of 31 Dec. 1954, Army list lieutenant 
colonels must have had at least 10 years 
in grade, with the same criteria to be 
employed for officers of the Judge Advo- 
cate Generals Corps and the Veterinary 
Corps. 

Medical Corps officers must have at 
least 11 years service on that date; Den- 
tal Corps, 9; MSC, 9; and Chaplains, 9 
years and 1 month.

Pentagon Prepares Rules for Home Loan 
Benefits to Active Military Personnel 


The Defense Department will issue 
within the next two weeks the implement- 
ing directive for the newly authorized 
Home Loan benefits for military person- 
nel on active duty. 

Then, the Services will release neces- 
Sary regulations already in process of 
preparation. 

Congress amended the National Hous- 
ing Act to permit Home Loan Mortgage 
guarantees at a 4%% interest rate to 
military personnel who have been on ac- 
tive duty for two years or longer. 

In order to obtain a loan, a person in 
service must first receive certification 
from the Defense Department. Certifying 
authority is expected to be delegated to 
the field to insure rapid handling of ap- 
plications. 

The law provides that the F.H.A. may 
guarantee 95 per cent of a mortgage or 
$17,100, whichever is lower, on the ap- 
praised value of the home. In many cases, 
it is pointed out, the appraised value may 
be below the actual selling cost. 


The Defense Department—actually the 


individual Services—will pay annually the 
mortgage insurance premium which is 
one-half of one per cent of the unpaid 
balance. 

As yet, application forms for requesting 
the Defense certification are not avail- 
able. They won't be until the basic di- 
rective is completed and regulations 
issued. 

Pentagon officials emphasize, however, 
that processing of certification requests 
will be speedy. After that, it will be up 
to the individual to work out arrange- 
ments with the F.H.A. and the lending 
agency. 

It is anticipated that the Defense De- 
partment and the Services will certify 
virtually all individuals with two years 
service or more who state that they need 
housing. 

One of the reasons Congress voted the 
liberalized Home Loan benefits for mili- 
tary personnel was to permit individuals 
to begin payments on a home prior to re- 
tirement and thereby spread out over a 
longer period of years the mortgage pay- 
ments.

PRESIDENT GIVES NOTICE OF MORALE FIGHT 

The Eisenhower Administration has decided to go to bat again in the next 
Congress against opponents of adequate medical care for military families and 
| has served notice it will fight for improved survivor benefits for Service de- 


Reiterated Administration support for passage of remedial legislation in 
these areas came unexpectedly in the President’s veto message this week of 
the 5 per cent increase for civilian employees of the Government. 

Concluding the message, which explained the reasons for the veto decision, 


“While this bill is limited to civilian personnel, I must observe parentheti- 
cally, that consideration of a complete Federal personnel program must even- 
tually meet certain imperative needs of the members of the armed forces. 
These patriotic men and women, whose morale, skill and dedication to service 
are so important to us all, now lack adequate medical care for dependents and 
reasonable survivorship benefits for their families. It is most important that 
-these needs of armed forces personnel, serving their country, often in remote 
corners of the world, engage our serious consideration.” 


The President’s statement means renewed efforts by the Defense Depart- 
ment to win passage for the Family Medical Care Bill, sidetracked in the 
election-year 83d Congress—reportedly because of opposition from the power- 
ful American Medical Association. This measure would augment military medi- 
cal facilities with use of civilian doctors and hospitals. 

Secondly, the President’s new statement means implicit endorsement for 
the Kaplan Report, which advocates improvement and equalization in Survivor 
Benefits and the inclusion of all military personnel under Social Security. 


AF Tells Plans for °55 Selections 
To Extended Command and Staff Course 


The Air Force will pick about 900 offi- 
cers from approximately 2,000 nominees 
for attendance at Class 56 of the Com- 
mand and Staff Course at Montgomery 
AFB, Ala., beginning in September 1955. 

Names will be announced at the end 
of February. 

To be eligible for the September 1955 
class and those thereafter, officers must 
be serving in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel or major, must have at least 10 
but not more than 14 years, 11 months 
and 29 days commissioned service and 
must not have passed their 43d birthday 
as of the class starting date. 

The decision to announce names at 
least six months in advance of the start- 
ing date will permit losing commands to 
obtain replacements and allow indi- 
viduals time to make personal plans, the 
Pentagon announcement explained. 

Earlier this year, the Command and 
Staff Course, formerly known as the 
Field Officer Course, was extended from 
22 weeks to nine months. 

Selection of Regular and Reserve offi- 
cers on active duty will be made by a 


central selection board at the Pentagon. 

The Continental Air Command will 
choose a limited number of non-active 
duty officers for the course. 

In addition to the eligibility criteria 
cited above, nominees must meet the fol- 
lowing additional requirements, the Air 
Force said: 

a. Have completed at least two-thirds of a 
normal overseas tour as of class starting 
date, if serving in an overseas command. 

b. If serving on a stablized tour, must be 


| scheduled to complete such a tour within 9 


days prior to or subsequent to class starting 
date. 

ce. If serving within the Zone of Interior. 
should normally have completed 18 months 


| at present duty station as of class starting 


date. This requirement may be waived in 
exceptional circumstances where justification 
for the waiver exists. 

d. Must not have attended a military 
career school, a USAFIT Resident College 
course or a course at a civilian institution 
within one year prior to class starting date 

e. Air Force Reserve officers must be on 
extended active duty, must have accepted an 
indefinite Reserve commission and be serv 
ing in a voluntary indefinite status.

The Reserve Officer Personnel Act— 


one of the last military bills to be ap- | 


proved by the 83d Congress—was for- 
warded this week to President Eisen- 
hower at Denver. 

If signed by the President, the measure 
becomes effective on 1 July 1955. It pro- 
vides statutory promotion procedures 
for all Reservists in an active status. 

Representative Leroy Johnson 
Calif.), member of the House Armed 
Services Committee, said he believes 
President Eisenhower will sign the 
measure. The President had asked that

Other Capitol observers believe, how- 


ever, that the President may veto the | 


measure on the grounds that enactment 
should be delayed until the Administra- 
tion’s new Reserve Forces plan is sent 
to Congress—early next year. It is un- 
usual for the President to ask a Con- 
gressional Committee to hold up action 
on a bill that had been pending for more 
than a year and a half, but that is what 
the Chief Executive did when the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee was con- 
sidering he House-passed ROPA. 

If enacted, Representative Johnson 
said, ROPA “will raise the morale of Re- 
serve officers, will stimulate their in- 
terest in the Reserve program and em- 
phasize the importance of our Reserve 
system in our national-security pro- 
gram.” 

Senator Margaret Chase Smith (R- 
Me.), member of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, said the Act isn’t de- 
signed to alter the shape of the Reserve 
but to encourage and improve the officer 
structure and to provide “a younger, 
more active, and more efficient officer 
personnel.” 

She noted that the Act, in itself, “does 
not promote anybody. It does, however, 
establish a system whereby officers will 
be given credit for precedence and rank 
purposes for eack year of satisfactory 
service, and guarantees that periodically 
Reserve officers will be considered for 
promotion. If qualified, they will be pro- 
moted.” 

The plan, she said, will permit quali- 
fied Reserve officers “to keep pace with 
their contemporaries in the Regular mili- 
tary establishment.” 

The stated purpose of ROPA is to pro- 
vide for officers of the Reserve compo- 
nents a statutory basis for promotion and 
elimination comparable to that provided 
for officers of the Regular components 
by the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. 

The measure does not establish promo- 
tion and elimination procedures which are 
basically new. At present the Armed 
Forces Reserve Act of 1952 requires the 
Secretary of each military department to 
“establish an adequate and equitable sys- 
tem for the promotion of members of the 
Reserve components in an active status. 
Such promotion shall, insofar as prac- 
ticable, be similar to that provided for 
members of the Regular component... .” 

Thus, the Armed Services currently are 
operating their Reserve promotion pro- 
cedures under regulations; ROPA trans- 
lates the regulations into statutory form, 
but makes several important changes 
with respect to the Army and the Air 
Force. 

Significant differences between current 
promotion regulations and the provisions 
of ROPA are summarized below. The 
summary generally reflects the “new” 
aspects of the plan: 


All Services 

ROPA spells out procedures for forced 
attrition among officers of the Reserve 
components in much the same manner 
as attrition is forced among Regular offi- 
cers. Additionally it forces the attrition 
of officers who do not qualify for reten- 
tion on an active status. 

The Act also spells out authority 
whereby officers having between 18-19 
years of service will be allowed three 
additional years in which to qualify for 
retirement, and officers having 19 or more 
years of service will be allowed two years 
in which to qualify, provided that such 
officers are not removed from active 
a for cause, physical disability, or 





Army 
ROPA authorizes the promotion to gen- | 


eral officer grades of officers in an active 
status who are not assigned to a unit. 

The measure makes an _ important 
change in the method of computing date 
of rank in that it permits the crediting 
of a year of satisfactory service as de- 
fined by the Army and AF Vitalization 
and Retirement Equalization Act of 1948 
(PL 810) as one full year of precedence 
credit, and for periods not included in 
the retirement year, one day of promo- 
tion service for each retirement point 
earned. 

Air Force 

The method of computing date of rank 
is made the same as for the Army (see 
above). 

ROPA also provides for mandatory 
consideration for promotion to grades of 
captain, major and lieutenant colonel on 
the basis of total service and time in 


grade. This mandatory consideration is | 


not now provided in AF regulations. 
Promotional consideration of officers to 

fill overall vacancies in the AFR also is 

provided. Under present AF policy the 


officer must hold a specific job requiring | 


the higher grade in order to be eligible 
for promotion to that grade. 


The measure provides for the elimina- | 


tion of second lieutenants who are not 


found qualified for promotion after three | 
years of service. This elimination is con- | 


tingent upon the individual having no 


further legal obligation to remain a mem- | 


ber of the Reserve. If he is otherwise 
obligated he would be required to remain 
a member of the AFR in the grade of 
second lieutenant until he has fulfilled 
his obligation. This procedure is not pro- 
vided for under present AF policy. 


Navy-Marine Corps 


Provisions which affect Naval Reserv- 
ists amount to a statutory version of pres- 
ent promotion procedures. For the Navy, 
the Act concerns itself with Reserve offi- 
cers in an active status only, and not 
those on active duty with the Naval 
Establishment. The temporary promotion 
of Reservists on active duty, as well as 
the permanent promotion of such officers, 
is governed by the OPA and is an in- 


tegral part of the promotion system ap- 


plying to regular officers. There is no 


provision in ROPA for promotion of Re- 
servists on the inactive status list. 

One of the features of the measure 
(objected to by the Navy) requires the

Promotion Pattern 

Although ROPA does not fix a definite 
pattern according to which officers would 
receive permanent promotion, it does pro- 
vide approximately the same promotion 
expectancy among the Reserve compo- 
nents as apply in the Regular compo- 
nents. 

More important, however, the bill as- 
sures that individual officers in the Army 
and AF will be periodically considered 
for promotion on a selection basis. Under 
the terms of the plan an officer having a 
prescribed minimum amount of service in 
any particular grade is eligible for con- 
sideration for promotion; after he has 
served a prescribed maximum period of 
service in that grade his consideration 
for promotion becomes mandatory when 
he completes the total required years of 
service prescribed in the bill.

Army Adds Fluorine To Its Water Supply 
To Reduce Tooth Decay Incidence 


Fluoridation of drinking water at Army 
installations’ which lack the fluorine nec- 
essary for oral health has been approved 
by the Army Medical Service. 

In making the announcement, Maj. 
Gen: George E. Armstrong, MC, USA, 


| The Surgeon General, said the Army’s 


Corps of Engineers will provide the engi- 
neering skill needed to install the process. 
Before posts and stations become eligi- 


ble for the installation of a fluoridation 


unit, a request must be submitted to the 
Surgeon General accompanied by a report 
on the natural fluorine content of the 
water consumed on the post and the num- 
ber of persons who would benefit from 
the procedure. The endorsement of the 
Corps of Engineers is also required from 
the engineering standpoint. 

The factor of age in the population of 


an installation will be important in de- | 


termining the priority of installing the 
fluoridation process. A census of the num- 
ber of persons under 12 years of age, the 
number between 12 and 16, and those be- 
tween 16 and 20 years living on the in- 
stallation must be part of the applica- 
tion for fluoridation, General Armstrong 
said. 

“It is now known that the amount of 
tooth decay in children is much greater 
in communities where drinking water is 
deficient in natural fluorides,” he noted. 

Regulations now in effect to control the 
granting of requests for fluoridetion of

WO Retirement Rules 
Explained By Navy 


New rules governing the retirement 
of permanent Navy warrant officers will 
go into effect on 1 Nov. 

On that date, all permanent warrant 
officers will be retired 60 days after the 
last day of the month in which they com- 
plete 30 years service, unless a request 
for retention is submitted and approved 
by the Secretary of the Navy. 

WO’s who wish to continue on active 
duty beyond their retirement date, the 
Navy said, should send retention requests 
through the chain of command and the 
Chief of Naval Personnel at least four 
months before completion of 30 years 
service. 

Requests should state the length of the 
extension desired, but should not extend 
beyond the statutory retirement age. 

The new rule also applies to WO’s serv- 
ing in a higher grade. 

Warrants who will have completed 
more than 30 years service before 1 Nov., 
will be retired on 31 Dec. unless an ex- 
tension request is submitted and given 
approval, the directive states. 

Under provisions of the Warrant Offi- 
cer Act of 1954, mandatory retirement 
ages are 62 for male WO’s and 55 for 
women WO’s in cases where total serv- 
ice is less than 20 years. In these cases, 
the Navy Secretary is permitted to re- 
tain individuals until they complete 20 
years service. He may not, however, keep 
them in service later than 60 days after 
the attainment of age 64 for men and 60 
for women.

Sec. Talbott's Pledge. What makes Air Force 
Secretary Harold E. Talbott’s address to the Air 
Force Association different from many previous 
expositions of weaknesses in the Services’ career 
incentive is that he promises to do something 
about them. 

He not only explained forcefully and pungently 
the many harassments of Service family life (see 
text starting on the first page of this issue), but 
he vowed that as long as he is Secretary he will 
fight to overcome them—and he included a prom- 
ise to do all in his power “to get an across-the- 
board pay raise.” Furthermore, he called on the 
1,500 AFA members present at the dinner to help 
him. 

Besides seeking legislation in instances where 
the law needs changing, Mr. Talbott said that 
he would do as much as he is able to do admin- 
istratively. Because the shortage in doctors means 
that fewer Service families can get medical care, 
the Secretary said that they were trying to relieve 
medical officers of administrative work so that 
“doctors will be free to doctor.” 

To alleviate the hardships involved in chang- 
ing stations, the Air Force is working to assure 
that everyone is given at least 60 days’ notice on 
permanent change of station and that as many 
shifts as possible will be effected during those 
months when children are not in school. In this 
connection, he said, a dislocation allowance 
amounting to one month’s extra quarters allow- 
ance will be sought to provide for the extra ex- 
penses involved in transferring households and 
consideration is being given to authorizing a 
travel allowance for children under five years 
of age. 

Mr. Talbott pledged to oppose all those who 
seek to restrict the Exchanges and commissaries; 
in fact, he declared he will strive to broaden the 
scope of these facilities for Service families. He 
wants them to carry “bigger stocks, more brand 
names,”’ to sell at lower prices and return to the 
practice of taking special orders on goods not 
normally sold in PX’s 

On housing he declared the Air Force wants 
to classify more bases as permanent so that 
Wherry housing can be extended. On Wherry 
housing he gave notice that he will not stand for 
contractors victimizing Service families by build- 
ing substandard facilities for them. 

The Secretary did not mince words on these 
matters—he said he will fight for them as long as 
he is Secretary. In that he has the whole-hearted 
support of all Service personnel and their fam- 
ilies. 


The Service Wife. All of the Armed Forces 
are showing wise judgment in placing ever in- 
creasing emphasis on the role of the Service wife 
in the intra-Service campaign to lick serious 
morale problems. At the Air Force Association 
convention, Secretary Talbott made it a particu- 
lar point to hail the Air Force wife by saying 
he had never encountered “better managers.” 


At USAF Headquarters, Mr. Talbott’s tribute. 


has been backed up by an advisory communica- 
tion to commanders which suggests that study be 
given to the establishment of Base Women’s 
Councils. These would be comprised of wives 
representing a cross-section of dependents. 

In the Air Force, as in the Army, Navy, Coast 
Guard, and Marine Corps, councils of wives at 
various bases have given commanders invaluable 
assistance in matters pertaining to education, 
religious instruction, commissary and exchange 
operations, nursery facilities, housing, and aid to 
dependents at times of crises. 

“Frank, open discussion of these and other 
problems of interest,’’ says the Air Force, “will 
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pay dividends as wives realize they count in the 
Air Force picture.” 

One example: probably nothing in recent years 
has contributed as much to the morale of mem- 
bers of the global Strategic Air Command as 
the energetic Dependents Assistance Program, 
sparked by Officer and NonCom Wives under su- 


on morale and esprit and hence on combat effec. 
tiveness. Career commissioned and non-commis. 
sioned officers will be able to plan their family 
life well in advance, for units would move on 


fixed schedules. Further, it is understood that 
shifts would be synchronized with school sessions 
so that the education of the children of Service 
families would not be unduly interrupted. By 
keeping organizations together for longer, sta- 
bilized periods there would be restored more of 
that fierce esprit de corps that marked the earlier 
days of the Service when personnel of outfits 
stayed together for many years. 

Furthermore, as explained in our article on the 
first page of this issue, there will be an oppor- 
tunity for a much better utilization of personnel: 
fewer training divisions will be needed and more 
combat divisions may be built. This better use 
of manpower can, of course, be vastly increased 
if efforts to improve career incentives are suc- 
cessful so that the present wasteful and expensive 
rapid turnover of personnel is reduced.

Promotion of W AVES 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

As a woman lieutenant, line, Regu- 
lar Navy, I read with much interest 
the article in the 24 July issue of 
THE JOURNAL concerning the “hump” 
problem in Air Force promotions. 
The release of the Air Force selec- 
tion briefing and the inference that 
the Air Force intends to ask Con- 
gress to approve a sizable increase 
in the Regular Air Force ranks to 
ease the “hump” problem, is of fur- 
ther interest in comparison with 
Navy policy. 

The Navy has had a “hump” of 
women line lieutenants and lieuten- 
ant commanders, Regular Navy, for 
some three years due to three fac- 
tors. 

1. The majority of women origi- 
nally integrated into the Regular 
Navy in 1948 were lieutenants. 

2. From 1948 until 1951 a constant 
input into the Regular Navy was as- 
sured because women ensigns were 
commissioned in the Regular Navy. 
In 1951 all women ensigns were ini- 
tially commissioned in the Reserve, 
and were then, upon request, selected 
for the Regular Navy under the 
Augmentation Program. 

3. Public Law 625 which integrated 
women into the Regular Navy lim- 
ited Navy women line leutenant 
commanders to 20% of the Regular 
Navy women line officers. 

Planning in 1951 would have fore-

1953 and 1954 and that revision of 
Public Law 625 was indicated. In the 
fall of 1953 a memorandum from the 
Assistant Chief of Naval Personnel 
for Women announced that a modi- 
fication of Public Law 625 to provide 
for additional lieutenant commander 
vacancies was to be presented to 
Congress. This modification was to 
permit a 30% restriction on the 
commander, lieutenant commander 
ranks, with not more than 10% to be 
in the commander rank. This legisla- 
tion is evidently still in the planning 
stage. 

The recent selection to lieutenant 
commander, line and staff corps, of 
USN WAVE officers has emphasized 
the lack of any consistent promotion 
policy for women officers. The legal 
eligibility requirement for promo- 
tion from lieutenant to lieutenant 
commander is four years in grade. 
However, a review of selection prac- 
tice since 1949 indicates the desira- 
bility of establishing a selection zone 
comparable to selection zones estab- 
lished for male officers. Selection 
percentages have ranged from 100% 
selected of those considered to about 
16%. The 1953 WAVE lieutenant 
commander selection board was al- 
lowed four vacancies and selected 
four officers who had previously been 
considered and not selected. The 
1954 WAVE lieutenant commander 
selection board reviewed the records 
of all the officers eligible by law to 
be promoted, including those who 
would not be eligible until 1 July

DESPITE EFFORTS by Senator Hum- 
phrey (D-Minn.), the 83d Congress failed 
to amend the new tax bill so retired 
military personnel under 65 would get 
the same benefits accorded other Federal 
workers. An amendment proposed by 
Senator Humphrey but not acted on dur- 
ing the adjournment rush would have 
knocked out a discriminatory provision 
of the new Internal Revenue Code which 
specifically excludes retired personnel of 
the Armed Forces from a benefit worth 
about $240 annually to those who retire 
before age 65. “We'll try again next year,” 
Senator Humphrey’s office said this week. 
If such an amendment is enacted early 
in the next Congress it has a good chance 
of being made retroactive, according to 
Capito] Hill sources, so those affected 
would not suffer a loss for the 1954 tax 
year. 


THE SURVIVORS’ BENEFITS investi-

CREATION OF THE ATOMIC CANNON and its deployment to 
Europe have "well justified” the research and 
development and production expense, according to 
Asst. SecDef Quarles, Pentagon R&D chief. He made 
this statement at last week’s Air Force Assn. 
convention. He had been asked "why it would not 

be better to invest the taxpayers’ money in air 
power rather than in ground atomic cannons?” 





MR. QUARLES responded by saying he was glad it 
wasn't up to him to decide whether to buy another 
B-36 or 280mm. cannon, added that "we need both 

. +» « and our economy is capable of producing 
both.” His statement brought applause from the 
air-minded audience. 





AF SEC’Y TALBOTT gave added emphasis to his chal- 
lenging speech on military morale at the Air Force 
Assn. convention by telling Air Force commanders 
they must drive home to their people that "the Air 
Force is a human institution which seeks to take 
care of its own. You can emphasize,” said Mr. 
Talbott, "that we are doing everything we can to 
make the Air Force more attractive.” 





CONGRESS WILL BE ASKED next year to make the Missing 
Persons Act permanent legislation. It*s due to 
expire on 30 June 1955. The measure provides 
authority for payment to dependents of those who 
become “missing” while on active duty. 
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next year to force the Defense Dept. and Budget 
Bureau to ease the ban against wearing of the new 
Army green uniform. The Army has been told that 
the new garb may not be worn—even on an optional 
basis—until September 1956. 


THE TEXTILE INDUSTRY AND TAILORS had counted on a 
considerable voluntary sale of the Green uniform 
to officers and some enlisted men during 1955. 
This new business was awaited anxiously. The Army 
wanted to hold up sales to individuals only long 
enough to make absolutely certain of strict ad- 
herence to specifications. 


THEN THE DOD AND BOB stepped in. A DOD spokesman 
said the prohibition against wearing the new uni- 
form, even on an optional basis, results from a 
determination to make sure that existing uniform 
stocks are utilized. 


ARMY OFFICIALS POINTED OUT that Congress could make 
serious trouble at budget time if current uniform 
inventories were not used economically. They con- 
tend that's control enough. There's little doubt 
many officers will find themselves with threadbare 
uniforms unless the present ban is eased. As the 
situation now stands, West Point graduates of the 
class of °55 will be required to buy present uni- 
forms, notwithstanding the fact that the Green 
uniform had been approved by a Congress a year 
before their graduation. 


COVETOUS EYES were cast by the Marine Corps at 
Schofield Barracks in Hawaii. The Marines wanted 
to station a division there. But the Army voiced 
strong opposition at the highest levels of the 
Defense Dept. and held on to the famed post. It 
will become home for the 25th Infantry Division.

UNLESS THERE'S A REVERSAL of present Pentagon plan- 
ning, Congress will not be requested to vote exten- 
sion of the Doctor Draft Act next year. It's 
believed that enough doctors and dentists will 
become available through normal operation of the 
draft, although some officials are concerned that 
it will be a tight squeak. 





DOCTOR DRAFT DEBATE has in the past provided the 
American Medical Association with a forum for 
attacks on family medical care, the contention 
being that doctors should not be inducted to care 
for wives and children of servicemen. 





SERVICE ACADEMY FOOTBALL rivalry will be a three- 
way tug after the Air Force Academy gets underway. 
The push has started already. AFSec Talbott in his 
address to the Air Force Association called upon 

its members to “assist us in getting the outstanding 
young men of your communities interested” in the 

Air Force Academy. Then he added: "If one of these 
young men should turn out to be a star quarterback 
or halfback as well, don’t let it stand in his way!" 





ARMY PAY will remain on a once-a-month basis. 
There’s no present intention to follow the Air 
Force, which will join the Navy and Marine Corps 
in twice-a-month pay. SPECULATION IS GROWING 
that Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor will be kept in the 
Far East and will replace Gen. John E. Hull as FEC 
and U.N. Commander next May when the latter is a 
scheduled to retire. Gen. Hull could be retained 
on duty beyond that date, but probably will wind 
up his distinguished career in the Far East post.

The Navy has named two-star RAdm. Albert K. More- 
house, currently Commander, Fleet Air, Alameda, 
to the post. - THE USS TARAWA will become the 
first carrier to make an east to west world cruise 
when she transits the Panama Canal early next 
month. Her skipper is Capt. S. C. Strong, USN. 
Because she hasn't been modernized, the Tarawa can 
still squeeze through the Panama Canal.

A list of the activities supported, or 
contributed to, by the treasury of the 
Officers’ Wives Club of Hamilton AFB, 
Calif., has been compiled by Mrs. Arleen 
Gaenzle, first Assistant Treasurer of the 
Club.

(Continued from First Page) 
speech and showed their approval by 
their strong and prolonged applause. 

In his address Mr. Talbott said: 

“‘Let’s get down to cases. I will start with 
PAY. The cost of living has gone up over 
200% since 1939. Industrial pay has gone up 
315%. Air Force pay has risen only 110% 
for airmen and 59% for officers. 

“Even these raises have been” nullified 
somewhat by reductions in fringe benefits, 
and by the excise taxes and surcharges on 
Commissary and PX items. I think most 
civilian families would be scandalized if 
they could see how frugally Air Force fam- 
jlies are obliged to live, how frequently 
they borrow money from relatives to pay 
for medical and other expenses which the 
Government used to pay for them. I don't 
think I have encountered better managers 
than Air Force wives, or more thrifty 
budgeting, but if you take a look in their 
kitchens a few days before pay day, you 
won't find much on the shelves! Here is the 
heart of it, then: we spend millions for 
equipment, and nickels for the manpower 
which has to operate it! 

‘Now, it requires legislative authority to 
obtain an across-the-board increase in Serv- 
ice pay. I want the Air Force to know that 
I shall do all in my power to secure this at 
the next session. 

‘“‘In the meantime, there are some things 
we can do in the Air Force to take a little 
pressure off the situation. Beginning in Oc- 
tober, the Air Force will be paid twice a 
month. This will end the silly business of 
having to stretch a single paycheck over a 
30-day period. I think this will be welcome 
news to Air Force wives. 

‘‘Next, we have definitely ended the con- 
stant, unreasonable attacks on flying pay. In 
this session of Congress, not one question 
was raised on the requirement for flight pay 
—and the restrictions for adequate flight 
training time have largely been removed. 

“Finally, we have secured legislation per- 
mitting us to boost the reenlistment bonus. 
For example, an airman, at the end of his 
first 4-year enlistment, can draw as much 
as $800 instead of the old maximum of $160; 
and the maximum re-up bonus has been 
raised from $1440 to $2000. 

“But don’t misunderstand me. These are 
just small easements that lie within our own 
authority. I don't think we can hope to com- 
pete with direct pay offered by industry. In- 
stead, I think we should restore the SE- 
CURITY, and the PRIVILEGES, which used 
to make Service careers aitractive. 

“For instance, let us look at Housing. I 
know perfectly well from my own investi- 
gation that this is one of the sorest points 
in Air Force life. I mean homes for our fam- 
ilies and decent barracks for our airmen and 
bachelor officers. 

“In 1938, all our people had a home, and 
we had no manpower preblem. During the 
terrific expansion of World War II airpower, 
only minimum facilities and temporary 
housing were built. After the war, the Air 
Force was so busy closing bases that scant 
heed was paid to housing. 

“Since wartime, much has been done. We 
have built up our housing from 2500 family 
units to over 78.000. But—we still have about 
100,000 AF families without adequate hous- 
ing. When families aren’t lucky enough to 











“J WILL FIGHT—” 

In closing his speech to the Air 
Force Association, Secretary of 
the Air Force Talbott said: 

“I have nothing but praise for the 
airmen and officers for the outstand- 
ing job they are doing for their 
country. When I see the devotion and 
dedication to duty that is so willingly 
given, it makes any contribution of 
mine seem small, but I do want to 
say this: 

“I realize perfectly well that in 
this speech I have made some serious 
commitments to the men and women 
ef our Service. I have not done so 
lightly. I have given each subject 
careful thought. I want everyone in 
the Air Force to hear me when I make 
this pledge: that as long as I am Sec- 
retary, I will fight unceasingly, with 
any and every resource I have, to 
make good on my commitments, and to 
make the Air Force the most sought 
after and prized career in the United 
States.”’ 





get base housing, they have to hunt around 
in the nearest community, sometimes 10 
miles or more from a base. You can figure 
out the monthly gas bill this lets them in 
for. Worse than that, their quarters allow- 
ance is frequently not enough to pay the 
civilian rent. The airman pays the difference. 

‘Sometimes there are no rentals at any 
price. Then, the family has to go out on a 
limb and buy a house, make a down pay- 
ment. If they get shifted without warning, 
they’re left holding the bag. Ladies and 
gentlemen, this is no way to treat the people 
who watch over the country. 

‘The answer, of course, is to provide more 
permanent housing—both appropriated and 
Wherry—on-base. Under the law, such hous- 
ing may only go on a PERMANENT base. 
We are therefore going ahead as rapidly as 
possible to classify more of our bases as 
permanent. In addition, we have secured a 
change in the law whereby, for the first 
time, Service personnel can obtain a 100% 
FHA loan if they want to buy a house. 

“In passing, let me say that this Wherry 
Housing has been a Godsend, but it has to 
be built and operated according to Air Force 
needs. For instance, I know a base in Florida 
where the partitions are so flimsy between 
the apartments that all the families might 
as well as living in one room, as far as 
noise is concerned. That’s no way to house 
a man who must spend long hours, some- 
times days, in the air, and needs his sleep. 

“At another base, in Texas, the local 
Wherry contractor is actually victimizing 
Air Force families with a system of fines and 
charges for a whole catalogue of alleged 
offenses—annoying little regualtions that 
make an airman seem more like a prisoner 
than one of the most honored men in our 
country. No contractor has the right to vic- 
timize our men. I give notice here and now 
that as long as I am Secretary of the Air 
Force, I will not stand for degrading things 
of this nature. 

“In addition to setting up a major build- 
ing program in this country, we are taking 
steps to provide good housing overseas. When 
we get through, we shall have first-rate 
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housing for every family overseas, as well 
as in the United States. 

“The next item on my list is the subject 
of MEDICAL CARE FOR DEPENDENTS. 
We all know that a man entering the Air 
Force has been led to believe that his family 
would be well looked after, especially when 
he is away on temporary duty. This is a 
moral contract. 

“This contract has not been kept. I know 
of hundreds of cases of hardship. I suppose 
there are few Air Force families who have 
not at some time or other been in debt for 
medical services they have had to purchase 
on the outside. When the husband, the 
breadwinner, has such a modest pay check, 
these doctor bills are a major problem, espe- 
cially when there is a growing family. 

‘The basic reason for these medical hard- 
ships is, once again, the great expansion of 
our Air Force. We simply haven’t got enough 
doctors. They do a splendid job for the men, 
but there aren't enough of them to look 
| after all the wives and children as well. 

‘“‘Here is what we are going to do about 
this problem: 

“First. The Surgeon General is taking im- 
mediate steps to cut down the administra- 
tive paperwork, which is the bane of every 
doctor in the Air Force. We are going to 
insist that administrative personnel deal 
with these matters and that our available 
doctors be free to doctor. 

“Second. The Air Force has sponsored the 
submission to Congress of a Bill which pro- 
vides that when Government doctors and fa- 
cilities are not available to give immediate 
and complete care to an Air Force family, 








that the family may call a civilian doctor at 
Government expense. 

‘“‘Next to housing and medical care, I be- 
lieve that a leading cause of hardship in the 
Air Force—perhaps the leading cause—is the 
INCESSANT SEPARATIONS from wife and 
children. These are caused by frequent 
temporary duty, either overseas or at schools 
in this country. And think of the family in- 
security that is brought about by frequent 
and sudden changes in station! 

“The cause of all this moving around is 
well known in the Air Force, but I doubt 
whether it is known at all to the general 
public. 

“Part of it has been due to our heavy un- 
dertakings to the NATO countries. We are 
by far the principal contributor of airpower 
to the free world. For years now, a compara- 
tively few Wings have had to take repeated 
tours of duty oyerseas—sometimes at short 
notice, with the wives and families left be- 
hind to get on as best they could. (Inci- 
dentally, with the increasing strength of our 
Air Force, overseas duty will now be shared 
among many more units, and we shall 
achieve much more stability.) 

“Then, we have had to do a tremendous 
amount of retraining, during our change- 
over from propeller to jet airplanes. Perhaps 
we have overdone this additional training, 
but I think that the whole Air Force will 
agree with me that it is better to be over- 
trained than under-trained. 

“The greatest cause of family insecurity 
is the fact that we have had to draw skilled 
airmen and officers out of existing units, 
and use them as cadres to activate the new 
units of our expanding program. There has 
been no way we could avoid this. Each new 
Wing requires a nucleus of highly skilled 
men to handle its new equipment, and to 
teach new men how to take over. 

“‘We are not out of the woods yet on any 
part of this program. I am not going to 
make any easy promises that I cannot ful- 
fill. We still have 22 more Wings to activate. 
But I will say this: I think that the worst 
is over. Within two years, the Air Force will 
reach a stable point. In the meantime, here 
is what we are doing to cut down hardships 
all we can: 

“First. We are setting up procedures by 
which an airman and his family will get at 
least sixty days’ notice of each permanent 
change of station. There will be exceptions 


—we can’t do it all overnight, but in gen. 
eral, the family will know when they are 
going, where they are going, and the type 
of housing awaiting them. We are also go. 
ing to try and make these moves coincide 
with the end of the children’s school year, 
and we are providing for concurrent trave} 
wherever housing is available. 

“‘Next, we have secured legislation which 
raises the weight allowance, for moving 
household effects, to an average 11,000 
pounds. We can also vary the weight allow- 
ance to our families according to their needs, 
We are also considering provisions for travel} 
allowances for children under 5 years old— 
an allowance that does not now exist. 

‘“‘We are asking for the enactment of new 
legislation which would provide for a spe 
cial dislocation allowance. Each family would 
be paid one month’s extra housing allow- 
ance on a permanent change of station, to 
take care of the many extras involved in 
moving from one house to another. 

“The last, but far from least of the 
troubles we are trying to reform, has to do 
with the Commissaries and Post Exchanges. 

“You know, the general public thinks that 
the Air Force lives for next to nothing, that 
they buy their groceries and clothes and al- 
most anything they want at cut-rate prices. 
You and I know how untrue this is. The 
Commissaries and Post Exchanges are under 
incessant attack. Their stocks have been cut 
back. Their prices have been raised. Sur- 
charges have been imposed on their sales. 
Paid lobbies in Washington continue trying 
to get them closed altogether. 

“For my part, I can hardly tell you the 
contempt I feel for people, for organizations, 
who are trying to take away from the 
Armed Services their only chance to make 
their meager pay go a little farther. I will 
say this: as long as I have this job, I will 
fight to the utmost to prevent the closing 
of the Commissaries and the Post Exchanges. 
So far from closing them, I want to see 
their facilities expanded! I want to see them 
have bigger stocks, more name brands, lower 
prices. I want to restore to them the right 
to take ‘special orders’ for objects not in 
stock. We have already put an end to the 
unbusinesslike procedure of having the com- 
missaries close on pay day, of all days, to 
take inventory! I believe there are many 
more things we can do to help them serve 
the Air Force better. I propose to secure an 
expert management survey to help us im- 
prove the way they operate. 

‘“‘And bear in mind, all this costs the Gov- 
ernment nothing! In fact, the Government 
makes money, for the Post Exchanges pay 
for almost all the recreational activities on 
an Air Base—facilities which perhaps the 
Government should provide. 

‘‘Now, that covers the main items we are 
going to reform. I have only had time to 
cover the top of each problem. There are 
many I haven't touched at all. For example. 
I recognize the ineauities in retirement and 
survivor benefits. These subjects are under 
study and will be corrected. Not one of these 
things is, in itself, all-important. Put to- 
gether, however. they make the difference 
between an Air Force career being attractive 
to the best men in our country, or being un- 
attractive.”’

ROPA Sets Maximum Ages, Provides 


Forced Attrition, Constructive Service 


(Continued from Page 1571) 


and Coast Guard achieves a result which 
is perhaps comparable, but not identical. 


Maximum Ages 

ROPA provides for the discharge or 
transfer to the Retired Reserve of officers 
when they attain prescribed ages. These 
maximum ages are not uniform among 
the services. 

For the Army (and effective only until 
1 July 1960) the following ages apply: 
Maj. Gen.—62; Brig. Gen.—60; Col.—58; 
Lt. Col. and below—55. Beginning 1 July 
1960, the maximum age for all officers 
below the grade of major general he- 
comes 60. 

For the Air Force, the maximum ages 
are as follows: Maj. Gen.—-62; Brig. Gen. 
and below—60. 

For the Navy-Marine Corps, the maxi- 
mum age is 62, except that officers who 
cannot complete 20 years of service for 
retirement purposes before reaching age 
62 may be retained on an active duty 
status until they attain age 64. 


Separation 

In general, the provisions for forced 
attrition are comparable to those ap- 
plicable to Regular officers. 

Except for certain unit officers and posi- 
tions, individuals who fail of selection 
twice are removed from an active status. 

In addition to forced attrition because 
of age, ROPA carries forward the provi- 
sions applicable to Army and AF Regular 
officers which require that major generals 
shall be removed from an active status 
after having served a total of 35 years of 
service or five years in permanent grade, 
whichever is later; brigadier generals 
and colonels after 30 years’ service or 
five years in grade, whichever is later; 
officers below the grade of colonel after 
having served a total of 28 years of serv- 
ice. In the Army these provisions are 
delayed until five years after date of en- 
actment of ROPA, two years in the AF. 

; Constructive Credit 

As is the case for officers of the Regu- 
lar components, constructive credit (or 
Placement in a commensurate position 





on an appropriate lineal list in Navy- 
Marine Corps-Coast Guard) may be given 
at the time of 
individuals whose experience or qualifi- 
cations warrant their initial appointment 
in higher grades. 

For example, in the Army and AF, con- 
structive service is mandatory for per- 
sons appointed in the following designa- 
tions: medical officers, 4 years; dental of- 
ficers, 3 years; veterinary officers, 2 
years; judge advocates, 3 years; chap- 
lains, 3 years. 

Constructive service is discretionary 
with the Secretary for officers assigned 
in the Medical Service Corps of the 
Army, or in a comparable assignment in 
the AF, with a minimum of three years 
of constructive credit for the degree of 
doctor of philosophy, or comparable de- 
gree in a science allied to medicine. 

In addition, the bill also provides 
discretionary authority to grant con- 
structive service for special qualifications 
with respect to other appointments 
based on “experience, education and 
such other qualifications as may be 
prescribed .” The following table 
shows the effect of these provisions:

Temporary Promotions 

Except for the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, ROPA contains no provi- 
sion for temporary promotion of Re- 
serve officers. Under current procedures, 
except for the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, temporary promotions are 
not given to Reserve officers not serving 
on active duty. 

A section-by-section analysis of the Act 
will be carried in subsequent issues of 
THE JOURNAL if the measure is signed by 
the President.

Sea-Dart Makes Rough 


Waters Test in Pacific 


The Convair XF2Y-1 Sea-Dart has 
started its first rough-water landing, 
taxi, and takeoff tests in the open sea, 
B. F. Coggan, manager of Convair-San 
Diego, has announced. 

Four successful landings of the Navy 
delta-wing interceptor were made dur- 
ing the first of a series of tests on the 
Pacific Ocean several miles off Point 
Loma. 

C. E. Richbourg, Convair engineering 
test pilot, conducted the tests. He report- 
ed the Sea-Dart, equipped with hydro 
skis, operated fully as well on the open 
ocean as it has on San Diego Bay. No 
difficulty was experienced in maneuver- 
ing the needle-nosed Sea-Dart through 
ground swells after landing at sea. 

After the plane’s fourth landing on the 
ocean, the first open-sea retrieving opera- 
tion was made when the Sea-Dart was 
floated into the stern well of the USS 
Catamount, a Navy landing ship dock 
which stood by for the tests.
